In the April issue of American Fruits 
there was a somewhat extended write-up 
on the beauties of Rochester, N. Y., where 
the thirty-fourth annual convention of the 
American Association of Nurserymen is to 
be held. This description was general in 
its nature, and we now propose to give 
information of a more specific character. 
The programme of the convention has been 
so arranged that the delegates will have 
ample opportunity to visit the many points 
of interest to be found in and around 
Rochester. 

Parks 

Seneea Park is the largest of the many 
beautiful parks to be found in Rochester. 
This ean be reached by taking a ear bear- 
ing the sign of Seneea Park at the juncture 
of St. Paul street and Main street east. 
This park is a series of natural terraces 
and abounds in a great variety of trees, 
wild shrubs and flowering plants. <A pie- 
turesque lake of about five acres further 
increases the beauty of the landscape. The 
park also contains a large pavilion, zoo- 
logical gardens, ball grounds and broad 
level fields suitable for all kinds of games 
for athletic sports. 

Highland Park is the smallest of the so- 
ealled large parks in Rochester. While 
the smallest it possesses the greatest 
beauty, as there are more than 1,000 
species of shrubs growing, and in the 
flowering season the scene presented is 
beyond the description of any writer, and 
the words of the eulogist fall far short in 
giving expression to the true value of this 
park. The park was given to the eity by 
Ellwanger & Barry, pioneer nurserymen of 
Rochester, and the pavilion from which 
one may get an excellent view of the city 
was erected by this firm. To reach the 
park take the South avenue ear at Main 
street east and St. Paul street. 

Maplewood Park is situated on the west 
bank of the Genesee river opposite Seneca 
Park. This is a park of great natural 
beauty. This park may be reached by 
taking a Lake avenue or Charlotte car at 
the Four Corners. 

Genesee Valley Park consists of 340 
acres of beautifully undulating ground 
adorned with groups of shade trees, and 
here and there woods. There are broad 
level lawns on which sheep wander, and 
the park also contains a children’s play- 
ground, golf links, baseball diamonds and 
large athletic grounds. As the river as- 
sumes its course at this point, canoeing 
and boating are favorite pastimes. To 
reach this park take a South avenue ear 
at the juncture of St. Paul street and Main 
street east, or a Plymouth avenue ear at 
any point on Main street east. 

Washington Square is one of the smaller 
parks, many of which furnish breathing 
places in the city. During the summer 
many flowers of rare species will be found 
in great variety. It will pay visitors to 
make a trip embracing these smaller parks, 
as they furnish inspiration for landseape 
work and other features pertaining to the 
city beautiful. To reach Washington 
Square simply walk a few blocks south on 
Clinton avenue south from the Hotel 
Seneea 


Another one of these beautiful little 
pleasure spots is Anderson Park, located 
at Main street east and University avenue. 
It may be reached by taking a Main street 
east or University avenue ear. 

Jones Square may be reached by taking 
a Dewey avenue or Lake avenue ear. If 
one takes a Lake avenue ear he should get 
off at the Lake Avenue Baptist Church and 
walk west about two blocks. 


Rochester who have passed away, but 
whose memories are still cherished by an 
appreciative public. One may also reach 
this cemetery by taking a South avenue 
ear at St. Paul street and Main street east. 

Riverside Cemetery is one of the most 
magnificent, as is also Holy Sepuchre Cem- 
etery, which may be reached by taking a 
Lake avenue or Charlotte ear.

Franklin Square may be reached by tak- 
ing a North avenue or Clinton avenue 
north car, getting off at Cumberland street 
and walking a block east, if taking a Clin- 
ton avenue north ear, and a block west, if 
one takes a North avenue ear. 


Plymouth Park, on Plymouth avenue, is 
another of Rochester’s smaller parks and 
is one of exceptional beauty. It may be 
reached by taking a Plymouth avenue ear. 


One of the best scenes from horticultural 
and educational standpoints in Rochester 
is to be found on the campus of the Uni- 
versity of Rochester. Here also will be 
found the statue erected to the memory of 
President Anderson. Take a University 
avenue car and tell the conductor to put 
you off at Prince street. 

The private grounds maintained by 
George Eastman and other East avenue 
residents may be seen by driving out East 
avenue or by taking a Park avenue ear . 


Visitors should not fail to see Oxford 
street with its magnificent varieties of 
magnolias. These trees reach their great- 
est beauty from May 10th to June Ist. 
Take a Park avenue ear and get off at 
Oxford street. 


The office of the Ellwanger & Barry 
Nurseries will be found on Mount Hope 
avenue. Take an Exchange street car and 
ask the conductor to let you off at the 
nursery grounds. 


Just beyond the Ellwanger & Barry 
Nurseries also is the entrance to the Mount 
Hlope Cemetery. This cemetery is one of 
great beauty and contains many monu- 
ments to the distinguished eitizens of 


Charlotte and Lake avenue ears also 
take one to Kodak Park, where is located 
the manufacturing plant of the Eastman 
Kodak Company. This park is the result 
of private enterprise on the part of Mr. 
George Eastman, and its horticultural 
beauty will amply repay any one who de- 
sires to visit it. 

In this connection visitors should also 
have their attention called to the fact that 
the beautiful residences along Lake ave- 
nue make it necessary to take a trip ona 
Lake avenue car if one desires to get a 
really valuable impression of Rochester's 
great beauty in its residential sections. 

Again one should not fail to take a trip 
along East avenue. Speaking of East ave- 
nue brings to mind the nurseries of Brown 
Brothers Company. In order to reach 
these grounds, which have been laid out 
with an eye to beauty, one should take a 
Winton road ear. There are also many 
points of beauty along the Park avenue 
line which terminates at Brighton, a su- 
burb of Rochester. In Brighton are sev- 
eral private residences which show the 
rapid strides Rochesterians have made in 
the way of beautifying their home sur- 
roundings. 

The Durand-Eastman Park, which was 
opened but recently, is a large tract of 
land lying on the shores of Lake Ontario. 
It is the gift of George Eastman and Dr. 
Durand. The park has been placed under 
the control of the Rochester park commis- 
sioners and improvements under way will 
make it one of the finest parks in the 
world. It is now in the formative period. 
It may be reached by taking a Sea Breeze 
ear.

Some may desire to see the more prosiae 
side of life. To those we would advise 
trips to the following points of interest: 

Public Buildings 

The county buildings and state hospital 
for the insane are reached by the South 
avenue car, to be taken at Main street 
east and South avenue. The City Hall and 
Monroe County Court House are a block 
west of the Four Corners. The Genesee 
Valley Club is at East avenue and Gibbs 
street. The Rochester Club is at East ave- 
nue and Scio street, reached by University 
avenue or Main street east ears. The Elks’ 
Club House, Clinton avenue north, is 
reached by Clinton avenue north ears. The 
Rochester Athletic Club’s home on Clinton 
avenue north is reached by Clinton avenue 
north ears. 

East High School is to be reached by 
University avenue or Main street east ear. 
Leave car at Alexander street. The West 
Iligh Sehool is reached by Genesee street 
ear. Leave car at Aberdeen street. 

The Federal Building, containing post- 
office, custom house, ete., is at the corner 
of Fitzhugh and Chureh streets, or two 
bloeks north of the Four Corners. 

The City Hospital buildings, surrounded 
by grounds of great beauty, are on West 
avenue, and may be reached by Genesee, 
West avenue or Thurston road ears. St. 
Mary’s Hospital, on the same avenue, may 
he reached by the same ears as the City 
Hospital. Remain on the car until you 
reach Brown and Genesee streets. To 
reach the Homeopathie Hospital on Alex- 
ander street take Monroe avenue car. The 
Hahnemann Hospital may be reached by 
South avenue ear. Get off at Rockingham 
street. 

Kimball’s Conservatory, where one finds 
the rarest specimens of horticultural life 
grown under glass, is on Olean street. Take 
Jefferson avenue car. 

The Masonie Temple, on Clinton avenue 
north near Main street east, may be reach- 
ed by Clinton avenue north cars.

Buffalo, Rochester & Lock- 
port, at Otis Station. Take Lyell avenue 
ear. 
New Reservoir 

There has just been completed one of 
the largest reservoirs in the eountry to 
supply the City of Rochester with water 
brought by gravity from Hemlock Lake. 
This new reservoir is located at Cobb’s 
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Falls of the Genesee 

The Upper Falls, 95 feet in height, are 
of great beauty and are situated to the 
south of Platt street and north of Central 
avenue. Take Lake avenue or St. Paul 
street cars to Platt street and view falls 
from Platt street bridge. The Lower Falls, 
96 feet in height, may be seen from Driving 
Park avenue bridge. Take St. Paul street 
or Lake avenue car. From this bridge one 
may also get an excellent view of the river 
gorge, known throughout the country for 
its great beauty. The bridge, by the way, 
is 990 feet in length and the third longest

Hill, and may be reached by taking a 
Monroe avenue car. The grounds are now 
in a state of improvement, and will give 
Rochester another park when completed. 
Additional land necessary to make a park 
of moderate size has been given to the 
city by Mr. George Eastman.

St. Bernard’s Seminary, built by the late 
Bishop MeQuaid, is one of the best theo- 
logical schools in the country. It may be 
reached by a Lake avenue or Charlotte 
car. Baptist Theological Seminary, lo- 
cated at East avenue and Alexander street, 
is reached by a Park avenue car 

The Young Men’s Christian Association 
is located at South avenue and Court 
street. Young Women’s Christian Asso- 
ciation, located on Clinton avenue north, 
is reached by Clinton avenue north ears. 
Catholic Young Men’s Association, on Or- 
mond street, reached by Clinton avenue 
north and North avenue ¢ars.

Summerville 
and Windsor Beach are located opposite 
Ontario Beach on the east side of the river. 
Here also may be seen the United States 
Life Saving Station and the home of the 
Rochester Yacht Club. Take Summerville 
ear at St. Paul street and Main street east. 
Sea Breeze, located on the lake front a few 
miles east of Summerville, is a resort of 
great natural beauty. Take Sea Breeze 
car at any point on Main street east. Glen 
Haven, a beautiful resort on the shores of 
Irondequoit Bay, is reached by Glen Haven 
ears, to be taken at any point on Main 
street east. Manitou Beach may be reach- 
ed by taking a Manitou Beach ear at Char- 
lotte.

Station 2: This plant is situated at the 
foot of Furnace street on Brown’s race. 
It is a combination steam and water power 
plant, having a capacity of 7,500 horse- 
power in steam and 2,750 horsepower in 
water. This plant illustrates very clearly 
the early stages in the production of elec- 
tricity, consisting as it does of 15 small 
belted steam units and eight small belted 
water wheel units. This steam plant is 
run only during the peak of the load and 
consequently the efficiency of the steam 
production is not a vital factor in the 
economy of the plant. The water power 
is utilized throughout the twelve months 
of the year. The plant utilizes a fall of

Station 3: Situated on Mill street and 
Brown’s race at the foot of Factory street, 
is a combination steam and water power 
plant.

Station 4: This plant is located at the 
foot of North Water street, under the New 
York Central railroad bridge at the brink 
of the Upper Falls. This is consequently 
a water power plant of 6,000 developed 
horsepower, being made up of nine separ- 
ate water wheels; 2,400 horsepower of this 
development is of the modern type of 
multipolar generators direct connected to 
the water wheels. The rest of the develop-

Station 5: This station is situated ad- 
jacent to St. Paul street near Driving Park 
avenue bridge. The site on which the 
plant is now built was at one time de- 
signed and constructed for a compressed 
air plant, the compressed air being piped 
to the street level. The idea being to use 
this compressed air for propelling cars on 
the street railway, the car actually being 
built and operated experimentally. This, 
however, was a dismal failure, and at the 
advent of the electric are lamp this prop- 
erty was purchased and made into an 
electric generating station. It has since 
gone through the evolution of the various 
changes in the art, consisting now of six 
water driven units of the most modern 
type, the aggregate horsepower being

means of deep furnaces under boilers sup- 
plied by mechanically driven stokers; also 
from the fact that about 40 per cent. of 
the steam boilers are equipped with oil 
burning apparatus. These coal and oil 
furnaces used in connection with a bal- 
anced draft system is unique, and one of 
the first installations of its kind in the 
country. The plant itself is also unique 
from the fact that entrance is made from 
the roof, which is practically on a level 
with the street. The coal is also received 
through the roof into the coal bunkers, 
thence by means of chutes to the mechan- 
ical stokers, and into the furnaces. After 
the coal has been consumed, the ashes are 
dumped into a trough, a valve opened 
allowing the water to enter from the race, 
and jwashing the ashes into ‘he river. 
There is, therefore, absolutely no handling 
of coal or ashes after once arriving at the 
plant. The water power development in 
connection with this plant is situated in a 
building adjacent to the steam plant and 








ment consists of smaller belted units and 
is remarkable from the fact that on some 
of these belted units the drive is vertical 
and the distance from centers to centers is 
80 feet. We have here also a good illus- 
tration of rope drive of the American sys- 
tem of endless rope, this also being a ver- 
tical drive having the same distance from 
center to center. The switchboard equip- 
ment of this plant is also well worthy of 
note on account of the size and arrange- 
ment of the switches and busbars. Visitors 
at this plant can obtain one of the most 
spectacular views of the Falls. By looking 
out of the upper windows, they are prac- 
tically hanging over the brink of the Falls, 
while from the lower windows they can 
look up practically beneath the falling 
water. During high water this is truly a 
magnificent spectacle. Take St. Paul 
street car at Main street east to Central 
avenue, or Joseph avenue car at Four Cor- 
ners.

about 8,000. The water available at this 
station is received through a massive 
structure of monolithic concrete for the 
retention of the control gates. It then 
passes into a capacious forebay through 
the racks or screens, and thence is carried 
vertically downwards a distance of 94 feet 
to the water wheels. A beautiful view of 
the lower gorge and rapids is also obtained 
from this plant. Take Lake avenue or 
St. Paul street cars. 


Station 6: Situated on South Water 
street, near the Aqueduct, at which point 
a very interesting hydraulic development 
ean be seen. First, we have the river on 
one level; next, a raceway on another 
level; and lastly, the aqueduct carrying 
the water of the Erie Canal over both the 
raceway and the river. The plant is a 
water generating plant and is also used as 
a sub-station: the head in feet being 20, 
and the horsepower developed 500. In- 
stalled in this plant are 5,500 K. W.

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THE BEST LILACS 


By JOHN DUNBAR, ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF ROCHESTER PARKS 














No other hardy 
shrub can compare 
with the Lilae in 
the place it holds in 
popular admiration. 
It may be rightly 
called the ‘‘Queen 
of Hardy Flowering 
Shrubs.’’ The prom- 
inence of its showy 
fragrant floral elus- 

John Dunbar ters; its absolute 
hardihood; its pa- 
tience and virility under neglect and 
abuse, partly account for its hold on popu- 
lar esteem. It is one of those decorative 
plants that calls forth admiration from all 
classes and conditions of people. Fashion 
may decree that this or that is to be ad- 
mired or shunned according to the eaprice 
or whim of the day. It does not affect the 
Lilac, however, for no matter how diverse 
the tastes and opinions of different people 
may be on various ornamental plants, and 
their floral colors, ete., they unite in loving 
the Lilae when it is in the zenith of its 
floral glory year after year. 





It may appear strange to some people, 
who have not given the matter any atten- 
tion, that there are no species of lilacs 
natives of the American continent. The 
different species grow in a wild state in 
Eastern and Southeastern Europe, and in 
different parts of Asia, and there are from 
twelve to fifteen known to botanists, in- 
cluding some that have recently been dis- 
covered in China. 

The Common Lilae (Syringa vulgaris) 
grows in a wild state in Persia and on the 
rocky banks of the Danube, and it was in- 
troduced to cultivation in England at the 
close of the fifteenth century. It is from 
the Common Lilae that the numerous 
named varieties that excite so much admir- 
ation have been derived, and it is only 
during the past thirty to thirty-five years, 
under the hands of the hybridizer and the 
intelligent plant improver, that these mag- 
nificent showy varieties have been pro- 
dueed. The Lemoines of Orleans, France, 
the well-known horticulturists, have taken 
the most prominent part in the improve- 
ment of the Lilac, and in the dissemination 
of new varieties. It is important to state, 
however, in this connection that one of the 
best single white flowering lilaes, Princess 
Alexandra—and in the judgment of the 
writer this Lilae has no peer in its class— 
was sent out from Rochester. The stock 
of this Lilac, with two other varieties, was 
purchased by Ellwanger & Barry from a 
Canadian nurseryman and sent out by 
them. 

The first lilac to bloom is Syringa oblata, 
a Chinese species. In normal seasons it 
comes into bloom about May 5th, and flow- 
ers about a week or ten days ahead of the 
Common Lilae. It came into flower this 
year on May 14th. The pale purple flow- 
ers are very fragrant, and they are some- 
what hidden by the leaves. This Lilac is 
distinctive from the fact that it is the only 
one that displays highly colored foliage in 
the fall; the foliage assuming a pleasing 
claret red color. 

An entirely new species is in bloom with 
us just now: Syringa Giraldi, which to the 


best of our knowledge was introduced 
from Northern China. The flowers are 
pale lilac, and it has pleasing dark foliage, 
and as it blooms early, about the same 
time as 8. oblata, it ought to be an im- 
portant introduction to gardens. 

The numerous forms of the Common 
Lilae are usually in full flower about May 
20th. This year they will be in full flower 
about May 30th. I will give a list of what 
are perhaps the most distinct varieties 
in the various colors, of single and double 
flowered. In single white, Princess Alex- 
andra, Marie Legrage, Frau Damman; 
single rosy pink to silvery pink, Dr. Regel, 
Jaeques Callot, Eekenholm, Furst Liech- 
tenstein and Lovaniensis; single purple 
re d,Philemon, Congo, Loussaint L’ Over- 
ture, Ludwig Spath, Aline Moecquery and 
Dr. Lindley; double white, Madame Le- 
moine, Miss Ellen Wilmott, Madame Casi- 
mer Perier and Obelisque ; double lavender 
and bluish lilac, Alphonse Lavalle, La- 
marck, Guizot Condoreet, Doyen Keteleer 
and President Grevy; double purple red, 
Charles Joly, La Tour d’Auvergne, Col- 
bert and Marechal de Bassompiere ; double 
rosy lilae to rosy pink, Madame Jules Fin- 
ger, Emile Lemoine, Rosea grandiflora, 
Louis Henry, and Comte de Kerchove. 

The Rouen Lilae (Syringa Chinensis), 
which ‘is usually catalogued under the 
name of Syringa Rothamagensis, is a splen- 
did free flowering lilac. It comes into 
flower after the earliest varieties of the 
Common Lilac, and is usually in full flow- 
er from May 20th to 25th. The abundant 
loose panicles are borne in profusion to- 
wards the ends and on the terminals of the 
branches. There are several varieties of it 
in which the flowers are pale purple, red 
and white. It grows from ten to twelve 
feet tall. 

The Persian Lilae (Syringa Persica) is 
the smallest growing of all the lilaes, and 
does not often exceed five feet tall. It 
bears loose panicles of purplish lilae blos- 
soms, and there is a white flowering form 
of it, which is exceedingly attractive. It 
blooms at the same time as the Rouen 
Lilae. 

Syringa villosa is a handsome lilac from 
Northern China. It produces its dense 
clusters of rosy pinkish flowers in the first 
week in June. It has ample dark green 
foliage which is very ornamental through- 
out the summer and early fall. 

The Amoor Lilae (Syringa Amurensis), 
which ordinarily would not be taken for a 
lilae at all, is a tall slender growing shrub 
with attractive deep green leaves. It pro- 
duees large loose fleecy clusters of white 
blossoms in June which are very showy. 

The Pekin Lilae (Syringa Pekinensis) 
occasionally attains the size of a small tree 
about twenty feet in height. When it at- 
tains maturity the stem and bark is strong- 
ly suggestive of a cherry tree. It displays 
large loose white flower clusters in June. 
It occasionally fails in some localities just 
when it attains maturity. The best two 
handsome specimens lately just when they 
attained full size, form what appeared to 
be a fatal attack from some bacterial 
blight.

The Japanese Lilae (Syringa Japonica) 
is the latest of the lilacs to flower, and 
usually flowers about the end of June and 
first of July. It forms quite a handsome 
tree from twenty-five to thirty feet tall 
and has very pleasing foliage. The prom- 
inent compound, large white fleecy flower 
clusters are very showy.

of transforming apparatus designed for 
which is received from other plants in the 
the transformation of high voltage power 
city and also from Niagara Falls into low 
tension current for use upon electric light, 
power and street railway circuits. There 
is also in this plant a storage battery of 
1,000 K. W.-hour capacity, at all times 
floating upon the lighting system for the 
regulation and control of same. 

Station 7: Is located on the Charlotte 
boulevard, and is simply a small line bat- 
tery for the regulation of the street rail- 
way running to Charlotte and Ontario 
Beach. 

Station 8 Located at the head of Iron- 
dequoit Bay, is a modern steam plant of 
600 K. W. capacity. This plant was built, 
and for a number of years supplied the 
Sodus Electric Railway System, but has 
since been shut down and is now being 
used as a reserve plant in case of emerg- 
ency. The power to run this suburban 
line is being generated by the city plants. 
Take Sodus Bay ear. 

Stations 9 and 10: These are transform- 
ing stations along the line of the Sodus 
Bay Railway for transforming the high 
voltage to 600 volts for use on the trolley. 

Stations 11 and 12: Are line storage 
battery stations, situated midway between 
the transforming stations along this same 
line. 

Station 13: This is a transforming sta- 
tion located in the Village of Charlotte, 
in a portion of the car barns, for the 
Charlotte Railway line, and has an equip- 
ment of 500 K. W. rotary, receiving ecur- 
rent from the city plants or from Niagara 
at 11,000 volts. Take Charlotte car. 

Station 15: This plant is located at the 
Middle Falls, and is an entirely water 
power, operating under a head of 30 feet, 
the water power development at this point 
being 1,000 K. W. This plant is a good 
illustration of what can be done from an 
architectural standpoint of combining 
utility and beauty, at the same time in- 
corporating in the design the purpose for 
which the building is intended. Take Lake 
avenue car to Glenwood avenue or Driv- 
ing Park avenue. 

Station 26: Located on Graves street, in 
a manufacturing building, and was orig- 
inally used as a water power with mechan- 
ical drive for operating various industries 
located in the building. This plant is now 
utilizing all the water power at this point 
in driving electric generators supplying 
the tenants of the building with electric 
motor power and the surplus going into 
the general system of the city.

Rochester’s royal reception awaits you. 
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A NEW PEST 


By PROFESSOR L. R. TAFT, State NURSERY INSPECTOR, MICHIGAN 








As though the nurserymen of the ecoun- 
try did not have enough troubles now, a 
new insect, the brown-tail moth, which 
will perhaps prove in time even more in- 
jurious than any found in nurseries at the 
present time, threatens to invade American 
nurseries from Europe. In fact, it nearly 
stole a march on the inspectors during the 
past winter, but was detected through the 
watehfulness of the New York Department 
of Agriculture, which after finding them 
upon fruit-tree seedlings imported from 
France, sounded the alarm and the hunt 
was taken up in nearly all of the states. 

That the ‘‘seare’’ was well-founded is 
shown by the fact that very few shipments 
have been inspected which were not more 
or less infested. 

Although to a large extent held in cheek 
by parasites, it has occasionally done great 
harm in Germany and other European 
countries, and has also obtained a foothold 
in Eastern New England, being more or 
less generally distributed from Eastport, 
Me., to Springfield, Mass., having been 
brought to the vicinity of Boston some fif- 
teen years ago, supposedly upon roses from 
Holland. 

While it is hoped that the inspection of 
imported stock during the last winter has 
checked the invasion, it is possible that the 
moth has come in upon previous importa- 
tions and is even now in a considerable 
number of nurseries. At any rate, nur- 
series which have been using European 
stocks should be carefully examined and 
prompt measures taken to eradicate the 
insect if found. 

The brown-tail moth winters in the 
caterpillar stage in ‘‘ nests,’’ generally 
upon the smaller branches. The nest is 
formed by drawing together a number of 
leaves and binding them with silken 
threads. In many eases the leaves are 
entirely covered and then closely resemble 
a grayish-white cocoon. Sometimes they 
are four or five inches long, but three 
inches is more common, and on trees with 
small leaves, they are not more than one 
and one-half or two inches in length. The 
nests contain an average of 250 eaterpil- 
lars. They are about one-eighth inch in 
length during the winter and are covered 
with tawny hairs. The head is black and 
there are two round, yellow spots near the 
rear end. They hibernate during the win- 
ter, but when warm weather comes they 
emerge and feed on the buds and after- 
wards upon the leaves. 

About the end of June they reach their 
full development. They are then nearly 
two inches long, of a tawny brown color, 
with a broken white stripe on each side 
of the back. Coeoons are soon formed 
near the ends of the branches and during 
July the moths emerge and the laying of 
eggs soon begins. The moths have white 
wings with a spread of one and one-half 
inches and the end of the abdomen is cov- 
ered with brown hairs, from which they 
vet their name. The eggs are deposited 
in elongated clusters on the under side of 
the leaves, and are covered with brown 
hairs from the abdomen of the female. By 
the end of August the eaterpillars hateh 
and begin feeding on the leaves and the 
formation of winter nests follows. 


While the brown-tail moth feeds more 
commonly upon fruit trees, and the pear 
in particular, it is found upon roses, 
spireas, amelanchier and other plants of 
the rose family. It also may do consider- 
able harm to forest trees, being especially 
fond of the oak. 

With this deseription of the insect in its 
various stages, it is not difficult to detect 
it, and every nurseryman and nursery 
employee should be on the watch for it. 
Care should be taken when stocks are cut 
back to have the tops burned at once, and 
especially if any winter nests or cocoons 
are found they should not only be de- 
stroyed, but if there is any question but 
what all have been found, close watch 
should be kept and all trees that can pos- 
sibly be infested should be thoroughly 
sprayed, using three to five pounds of 
arsenate of lead in fifty gallons of water, 
aceording to the size of the leaves. The 
spraying should not only be very thor- 
oughly done, but it should be repeated in 
two weeks if there are indications that 
any of the larvae have escaped. When 
the presence of the eaterpillars is noted 
in the spring, it will also be well to again 
spray all stock likely to be infested about 
the first of September. 

At the present time, the dipping of in- 
fested nursery stock in some of the com- 
mercial brands of miscible oils, diluted one 
to twenty with water, after carefully de- 
stroying all of the cocoons, seems to be the 
best remedy as experiments indicate that 
fumigation with hydrocyanie acid gas even 
though the larvae are not protected by the 
nests. It may be, however, that during 
the autumn the effect may be more marked 
than in the hibernating period when the 
experiments were tried. At any rate, the 
treatment should be very thorough as at 
this stage of the game an ounce of pre- 
vention will be worth not alone pounds 
but tons of cure. 

As compared with the canker worm, 
with which the brown-tail moth is eom- 
parable in some respects, it is much more 
to be feared 

1. The larvae are not only considerably 
larger in size, but the number in a brood 
is greater and hence they can do more 
injury. 

2. At the present time the brown-tail 
moth would have no parasites, outside of 
New England, where attempts have been 
made to introduce them with a fair de- 
gree of success. 

3. The moths have considerable wing 
power, instead of being wingless as is the 
case with the female canker worm and 
hence they will be much more rapidly dis- 
tributed. 

4. In addition to the harm they ean do 
to vegetation, great annoyance is often 
caused by the brown-tail moth as the 
larvae have stiff, barbed hairs which blow 
about and penetrating the skin, poison the 
blood and cause a rash similar to that pro- 
duced by poison ivy.

Station 33: Located just outside the city 
limits on Elmwood avenue. The building 
itself consists of monolithic conerete of 
very simple but effective lines, and is the 
receiving point for Niagara current taken 
into the city. The equipment consists of 
six 1,000 K. W. oil and water cooled 60,- 
000 volt transformers: There is a dupli- 
cate transmission line of two and one-half 
miles entirely over private right-of-way, 
tapping the main line of the Niagara, 
Lockport & Ontario Power Company to 
Syracuse. This is one of the plants in 
which are incorporated all the latest de- 
velopments of high voltage transmission. 


Station 34: Located on Freeman street, 
near the Gas Works. It is a steam gener- 
ating and transforming plant of 800 K. W. 
capacity, consisting of two steam driven 
units and one 500 K. W. motor generator 
sets. This plant was built for the purpose 
of taking over the power of a large in- 
dustrial plant adjacent thereto, and illus- 
trates one means of obtaining commercial 
power for central stations, which cannot 
otherwise be obtained on account of heat- 
ing being necessary. The steam for driv- 
ing these engines and for the heating is 
obtained from the Gas Works boilers, 
which are located at the Gas Flats adja- 
cent. During the time when water power 
is ample steam will be supplied to this 
industrial plant by means of live steam. 
At such times as it is necessary to assist 
the water power steam these steam units 
will be the first to be started and will act 
as a reducing valve for the heating system 
of the industrial plant. Take St. Paul 
street car. 

The works that supply the city of Roch- 
ester with gas for heating, lighting and 
cooking are controlled by the Rochester 
Railway & Light Company and are located 
on the ‘‘River Flats’? below the Smith 
street bridge. The plant covers twelve 
aeres of ground and its capacity is 6,000,- 
000 eubie feet of gas per day. Both coal 
and carburetted water gas are made. The 
gas sent out averages 21 candle power. 
Those who have never seen gas made 
should take time to visit this plant where 
visitors are always weleomed. An inspec- 
tion of the plant and methods will show 
how a corporation that goes on the theory 
of making dividends by liberal treatment 
of its patrons gets the maximum of profit 
and good service at the minimum of ex- 
pense. After the gas is made it is deliv- 
ered, so to speak, into the hands of the 
vas distribution department. This depart- 
ment sees to the distribution of the gas, 
the installation and operation of all gas 
mains. To supply Rochester and portions 
of the surrounding towns requires more 
than 294 miles of main which supply 42,- 
000 consumers. An example of the meth- 
ods of this company is shown in the fact 
that the corporation is now engaged in 
sodding the river banks near its gas plants 
and also improving teh surroundings about 
its many electrical stations. When the 
work of beautification under way is com- 
pleted it will add greatly to the city beau- 
tiful.
